An interesting side light on the 
peculiar circumstances of the recent 
fire on Third street in the house 
occupied at the time by John FI. 
Seibert is given by the Somerset 
Standard of Somerset, Penn. 
Mr. 
Seibert moved trom 
Somerset 
to 
Dixon last March 
The Standard 
reprints the report oi the fire at Dix­ 
on from T h e T eleg ra ph and then 
gives the following bit of Mr. Seibert’s 
pre vi ous e x peri e nees : 
The 
Standard has 
not. 
learned 
whet her or not Mr 
Seibert has re­ 
ceived his insurance. 
He expects to 
return to Somerset sometime this 
mouth, and probably will do so as soon 
as the insurance money is paid. 
He 
has been in correspondence for several 
weeks with a Somerset party with the 
view of purchasing a property here. 
A strange chain of mysterious cir­ 
cumstances has foiiowed 
Mr. Sei­ 
bert in the last ten years, the Dixon 
property being the third fire where he 
was either owner or tenant, and on 
which he carried insurance. Sometime 
in 1891 he lost a large barn in Somer­ 
set township by (Ire, but the insurance 
companies refused payment of the in­ 
surance for the reason that the build­ 
ing was insured by two separate com­ 
panies lor almost full 
value of the 
building in each instance. In Decem­ 
ber, 1881. two criminal prosecutions 
were made against Mr. Seibert by a 
representative of one of the insurance 
companies,one charging him with false 
pretense, and the others with perjury 
lie was tried and convicted ou the 
first charge, but the jury found him 
insane at the time of the trial, and 
court therefore directed that a ver­ 
dict of not guilty be entered. 
The 
second prosecution was subsequently 
withdrawn. 
In 1901 Mr. Seibert was living at 
Somerset, near the depot, and during 
the night of May 11th a fire was dis­ 
covered in the cellar and extinguished 
by outside parties before much dam­ 
age was done. 
The fire pointed 
strongly to incendiarism. 
One of the 
local insurance agents went around 
the following morning and allowed six 
dollars for the damages. 
Each of the fires was undoubtedly 
of incendiary origin, and Mr. Seibert 
may have a fiend following him.

Mrs. Tuttle being 
the second settler iu that township, 
following John Rosbrook who had a 
homestead about two miles away. In

deceased was married to 
Geo. G. Rosbrook and the two lived at 
Harmon until 1875.

The family came 
to Dixon in 1875, where their home 
has since been.

Fannie Jenkins, (de 
ceased); Ttyou, Janette, Louis and 
Mrs. Emma Wasley of

Bristow’s Ruling May Curtail Rural 
free Delivery. 


The rural 
free 
delivery of mail 
throughout the West has been practi­ 
cally wiped out by the recent action 
of Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Bristow, who has ruled that no 
free delivery route shall he continued 
unless lOo farniles are served and 3,000 
pieces of mail matter handled month­ 
ly. This ruling is the result of Mr. 
Bristow » recently announced positiou 
on the rural delivery system, in which 
he declared that rural delivery has 
been making too rapid strides and 
must go slower. This action will have 
no effect on Dixon rural routes, how­ 
ever, for the number of pieces hauled 
by them is 4,500 on an average while 
the number of families is 100 or over. 
The enforcement of the ruling will 
wipe out 90 per cent of the routes in 
western »tates If it Is not molded. 
Efforts in the latter direction are 
now being made.

T H I S D A Y 148 YEARS AGO. 


F i ve U ay s L n t e r t h e H at t i e o f I l r n d - 
t l o e k W o* ( ' o u g h t » » nd L os t . 
The Fourth of J uly. 1755, w as an 
important (lay in the annals of this 
country. 
On that day General Edward 
Rraddock was within five days’ easy 
march of a field on which he was to 
light a battle that m ight alm ost be 
said to have decided th** ownership of 
the 
) ast 
territory afterward 
to be 
known as the United States, a battle 
that may have had much to do with 
settling what language w as to be spo­ 
ken in the land. 
Though Rraddock 
was badl) defeated, his soldiers and 
tin* English speaking colonials put to 
rout and him self mortally wounded, 
that battle virtually led to a direct 
declaration of war by England against 
Franco, out of 
whieh after several 
years' bloody conflict cam e the treaty 
of Baris, giving England mastery of 
tin- greater portion of that territory 
n<>\\ comprised within tin* lim its of the 
territory over which Theodore Itoose- 
velt presides. 
From 
the diary of 
Robert Orme, 
Braddock’s aid-de-camp and W ashing­ 
ton’s friend, we learn of tlie actual 
movem ents and doings of Braddock 
and some of his men on that memora­ 
ble Fourth of J uly. 
W riting on that 
date, Orme says; 
"We marched about six 
m iles to 
Thicketty run. 
From this place two 
of our Indians were prevailed upon to 
go for intelligence toward the French 
fort 
1 Duquesne, afterw ard Fort Bitt.i 
and also (unknown to them) Gist, the 
general’» guide. The Indians returned 
on the Dth and brought in a French 
officer's scalp who wns shooting within 
a hair' mile of the fort. 
They informed 
the general that they saw very few 
men there or trucks, many additional 
works, that no j asv w as possessed be­ 
tw een us and the fort and that they 
saw some boat' under the fort and 
one with a whim flag coming down 
the Ohio (A llegheny- 
(list returned a 
little later the sc.me day, whose ac­ 
count 
corresponded 
w ith theirs, 
e x­ 
cept he saw sm oke in a valley. 
lie hud 
cone« -aled him self with intent of get­ 
ting close ui.d« r th 
fort, but was d is­ 
cover« » ! and pursm-d by two Indians, 
who had very near taken him.” 
Orme w as wounded in the battle 
which followed five days later.
